There 
were last year in round numbers 
700.(i0(i pupil children in the state. 
Dividing the $265,242.09 by 709,000. 
we have a quotient of about 37 
,. cents. This 37 cents, due every 
child in the state last year, should 
. have been paid last year, and the 
per capita should have been $2.6; 
instead of $2.30. Why was it held 
back.' Simply to raise the per 
capita this year because a cam- 
paign is on. In other words, the 
Republican administration stole 
$265.242 09 from the teachers of last 
year and are paying it to the teach 
era of this year in the hope of gain- 
ing votes.

If IS TIME TO PLANT BULBS. 

Careful Work Done Now Will Re- 
pay You When 5prlng Comes, 



•'This is the season of the year in 
which to set out bulbs. Prepare 
the ground for them before they are 
received by having it dug up to a 
depth of at least a foot— a foot and 
a half is better— and worked over 
until it is mellow," writes Eben E. 
Rexford in the September Ladies* 
Home Journal. "Mix with it a 
liberal quantity of old, rotten ma- 
nure from the cowyard, or, if this is 
not obtainable, use bonemeal in the 
proportions of one pound to a 
square yard of soil. If the soil is 
naturally heavy, it is well to add 
considerable sand to make it lighter 
and more porous. Plant the bulbs 
as soon as possible after they are 
received, as they are greatly in- 
jured by exposure to the air. Set 
tulips and hyacinths six inches 
deep, smaller bulbs from four to 
five inches. All bulbs should be 
placed five or six inches apart, and 
each kind kept byltself."

DANGER IN 1 



Perils of Balloon Ascensions-Four 
Aeronauts Killed Since July 19. 



Since July 19 there have been 
four fatal accidents to Aeronauts, 
as follows: 

On July 27, at Streator, JU., W, 
H. Harper fell a distance of Jon r . t, 
landing on his back on a railroad 
track. His back, neck, both legs 
and both arms were broken. When 
he attempted to make his parachute 
descent the balloon turned over and 
the gas escaped. The big bag fell 
faster than the parachute. Thay- 
er had not yet cut loose from the 
balloon. The result was that the 
balloon caused the parachute to 
turn upside down and the aeronaut 
was left helpless. The sight was 
witnessed by thousands, including 
his betrothed. 

AtCorray, Pa., Frank Reynolds, 
an amateur aeronaut and parachute 
jumper, whose ambition it was to 
win money and fame in this peril- 
ous business, lost his life be- 
cause he could not swim. On 
July 31, he came down in a lake. 
His wife saw the decent and scream- 
ed in terror, knowing that he could 
not swim. Boats were quickly 
manned and put out in response to 
the alarm, but Reynolds struck the 
water where there is a depth of 90 
leet, threw up his hands and sank 
like a stone, while the nearest res- 
cuing boat was 200 feet away. It 
was his first and lastexhibition. He 
was 25 years old. 

Edward M. East, 21 years old, 
met a similar fate in a Minnesota 
lake one pleasant evening in the 
first week of August. It was in 
the town of Walker. According to 
advertisments the young aeronaut 
made his ascension in the evening, 
and there was a big crowd on hand 
to watch the performance. Every- 
thing was made ready and the hot 
air balloon shot heavenward at the 
rate of a mile a minute. At an al- 
titude of several hundred feet a 
strong wind caught the balloon and 
carried it out over the south arm of 
Leech Lake. Soon the aerial ves- 
sel with the young man still sitting 
on the trapeze bar, was lost to 
sight. A sense of impending dan- 
ger spread through the crowd. 
Then a steamer hastened to the res- 
cue, and although the balloon was 
recovered the aeronaut was not to 
be found. A search was kept up 
all night, but no signs of the body 
were 6een. It was supposed that 
the parachute failed to do its work 
properly, and that East in attempt- 
ing to cut himself loose became ex- 
cited and fell headlong into the 
lake. 

Charles Keef. an aeronaut of Cleve- 
land, O., met death in that city July 
19 in the presence of several hun- 
dred persons who had assembled to 
witness his balloon ascension and 
parachute jump at Euclid Beach 
Park. The balloon and parachute 
were attached to a guy rope, which 
in turn was fastened to a stake. 
As the balloon became inflated it 
swayed and tugged so powerfully as 
to pull the stake from the ground. 
Released from its moorings, the air 
ship shot upward with a sudden 
jerk, and the trapeze bar was bro- 
ken by coming in contact with the 
flying stake. Aeronaut Keef fran- 
tically clung to the ropes of the bal- 
loon. Almost before any one real- 
ized the situation he had been lifted 
150 feet from the ground. At this 
point he glanced downward over 
his shoulder, with a look of terror 
on his face. He probably felt that 
it meant certain death to cling long- 
er to the ropes and allow the balloon 
to carry him higher, sc he took the 
one chance in a thousand which re- 
mained to him and released his 
grip for a fall. He landed square- 
ly on his feet. The crowd stood 
breathless with horror as he shot 
downward like a plummet. Both 



were broken and his inter- 
nal injuries were very severe. He 
died without regaining conscious- 
ness. 



Ooebel And The Roberts Law. 

The strong advocates of prohibi 
tion in Kentucky, especially the 
ministers, are ag*inst the Demo- 
cratic ticket because Senator Goebel 
was opposed to tbe Roberts law 
which was introduced at the last 
session of the Legislature. The 
Roberts law required that the ques- 
tion as to whether or not liquor 
should be sold should be voted on 
by counties instead of by precincts 
as is now the case. Senator Goebel 
is a temperance man himself. He 
never drinks and is as much oppos- 
ed to intemperance as anybody. If 
there was no drunkenness there 
would be no thought of restricting 
the sale of intoxicantsor prohibiting 
their sale. Now, there is such a 
diversity of opinion as to how best 
to prevent drunkenness, that in our 
opinion it is both unjust and unfair 
to attempt to proscribe a man in 
politics because he does not think 
exactly like some other man or Bet 
of men. There is serious doubt in 
the minds of some of our ablest and 
best men as to whether prohibition 
laws actually promote temperance. 
Many maintain that men cannot be 
made temperate by law any more 
than they could be made christians 
by law, and that temperance, chris- 
tian influence, business influence 
and a proper personal self-control. 
But waving this feature of the ques- 
tion, it strikes us as a foolish thing 
for any man who is a Democrat and 
who believes that the principles of 
Democracy applied to our govern- 
ment are best for the general wel- 
fare, to vote against the Democratic 
State ticket because the candidate 
for Governor was opposed to some 
particular kind of prohibition law. 

The Roberts law, in our opinion, 
not calculated to advance or pro- 
mote the cause of temperance. Its 
effects, if it should become a law, 
would be bad instead of good. It 
would destroyprohibition in;a great 
many country precincts, where it 
has public sentiment behind it and 
is .properly enforced, where these 
precincts are located in counties, 
which as a whole would vote against 
prohibition. Other counties where 
the country precincts as a rule are 
under prohibition law and the cities 
have the license system might by 
the large country vote go dry as a 
whole. In all such cases it would 
be forced prohibition upon the cities, 
where it was not wanted, and the 
local public sentiment being a gain st 
it, the law would be~a"failure and 
blind tigers would take the place of 
licensed saloons. No paper in the 
State is or has been a stronger ad- 
vocate of temperance than the News, 
but we firmly believe that the Rob- 
erts law is inimical to the very- 
cause for which it is intended, and 
if it had become a law would have 
destroyed local prohibition in hun- 
dreds of precincts where it is now- 
enforced with but little if any com- 
pensating good anywhere and wq 
do not believe that any zealous 
Democrat would help to defeat his 
party because his candidate did 
not give his support to this ques- 
tionable measure.- El izabethtown 
News.

Men — pre- 
sumably men — not infrequently 
paste a clever joke or a telling 
political fragment upon a postal 
and send it to a friend— at least, 
start it; but it never arrives. Noth- 
ing may be attached to a postal 
card, nor may one word be written 
upon the address side except the 
address itself."

White Wyandottes. 

The White Wyandotte is a 
good-sized blocky bird, especially 

well furnished with meat in the 
breast — just where it is required 
for table purposes. In addition 
to this the yellow skin and white 
pen feathers make them a fine 
market fowl. Being a small' 
boned fowl, their weight is in the 
meat, as compared with fowls of 
heavier frame. For broilers arid 
roasters they lead, as they are 
hardy, chicks grow fast, and they 
stand forcing well. In this par- 
ticular they gain a point on the 
Plymouth Rocks, which are very 
liable to leg weakness during 
forcing. 

We find with our birds that 
until the chicks weigh about a 
pound or a pound and a half, 
they grow very few feathers, 
their gain being in their plump 
bodies. Chicks that grow inthis 
manner are hardier and grow 
faster than those that exhaust 
their strength by feathering out 
early. The pullets mature early 
not frequently laying at five 
months. They are the best lay- 
ers of their class of fowls, thus 
gaining another point on their 
nearest competitors, the Ply- 
mouth Rocks. 

By the time the fowls reach 
the laying age they should be 
carefully selected for next years 
breeders, culling out all bird! 

ith single combs, feathered 
legs, etc., with the sam 
that a fancier would HI 
when you are through br 
next season you can get 
price for them from fanciers, 
especially those who are begin- 
ning and want good stock at a 
low price. The culls, both males 
and females should be fattened 
for the next two weeks, then sent 
to n\arket. If, as should be the 
case, you have nothing but good, 
pure stock, you can realize agood 
return by selling your surplus 
males as breeders, if you do not 
charge too great a price. We 
have found that there is a good 
lemand for White Wyandotte 
breeding males at about a dollar 
and a half or two dollars. 

We do not advise breeding 
Wyandottes much over standard 
weight. So far as our experience 
goes, matings in which the birds 
were much over weight have not 
given general satisfaction. A 
point of considerable advantage 
to breeders of limited room is 
the fact that the Wyandottes 
stand confinement well. 

We believe that our experience 
enables us to assert the White 
Wyandottes to be the best all- 
round fowl. — Reliable Poultry 
Journal.

How He Knew The Score. 

A couple of Topeka poultry- 
men were going out on the street 
car the other evening, and were 
talking chickens at a good lively 
rate. A stranger sitting across 
the aisle, who they claim 
a preacher, became much inte- 
rested in their conversation, and 
the three got to talking. In fact, 
even the motorneer. who was al- 
so a chicken crank, was keeping 
his weather eye turned towards 
them. 

The stranger said he had some 
mighty good birds— had one 
Plymouth Rock cock that scored 
97 points. Our friends became 
quite interested in their new 
found acquaintance, and asked 
him where he got such a good 
bird. "Oh, just picked him up," 
said he, "I got him for a dollar." 

"Ninety-seven points is a pret- 
ty good score for a White Rock, 
isn't it?" queried the poultry- 
men. "Who scored your bird, 
and where was he scored?" 

"Don't know," replied the 
preacher. 

"How do you know, then, that 
he scores so high?" was asked. 



How to Clip the Wings. 

There is a right and a wrong 
way to clip the wings of a fowl. 
Mr. T. 8. McGillivray, in farming, 
expressed his views of the subject 
as follows: 

"We hope to be pardoned for say- 
ing that, if there is a marked stu- 
pidity among the fraternity, it is 
the usual way we find fanciers clip- 
ping birds' wings, including poul- 
try. This stupidity is not confined 
to the nov ice alone, but we find it 
in old poultry fanciers. The old in- 
struction solemnly spoken was, 
'Clip only one wing, so that the 
bird cannot balance. It you clip 
the two it can fly.' This advice 
has gone from mouth to ear for gen- 
erations given by wise acres whose 
information is all founded on anti 
quated hearsay, and who never in 
vestigate for themselves. The 
average fancier clips the wing 
while it is closed. In this way one 
cannot help not only disfiguring the 
bird, but the heavy warm feathers 
which grow on the half of the wing 
next to the body, and which nature 
intends more as a coverlet to keep 
the bird warm than to assist in 
flight, are removed. Right under 
this warm coverlet of feathers is 
the lung, and when this part of the 
wing has been removed, there is 
nothing to protect the lung, and 
ay be noticed that there is almost 
bare spot so far as body feathers 
-e concerned. The sleet and wet 
falling on the unprotected lung 
causes pneumonia, which i3 followed 
lingering death or a delicate 
bird. 

"Experience and experiments 
rove that birds after a little prac 
cefly higher and farther with 
nly one wing clipped than with 
no. When only one is clipped they 
re apt to injure themselves by go- 
ig with great force against the 
eakened side.

HOW TO CLIP. 

"Extend the wing fully. Then 
cut each pinion feather between the 
shaft and quill from the middle ot 
the wing to the top. Do the same 
with the other wing, and all is 
right. The bird cannot fly; be is 
not disfigured (in fact when walk- 
ing round you could not tell that the 
wings were clipped); and his lungs 
are still protected by nature's cov- 
erlets. 

HOW TO PINION. 

"It is generally recommended to 



pinion pheasants at twomonthsold. 
We have performed the little opera- 
tion at all ages, and never had one 
die from the effect. 

••The operation requires no skill. 
It means to take a pair of scissors 
and clip the wings off at the first 
joint. The birds never seem to 
mind it. and in less than a week it 
is all healed over. This, of course, 
would not do for birds that were in- 
tended to be let loose in a game 
preserve, as they can never fly 
again. But for breeding stock, to 
be fenced in fields, it is much better 
than ruuning the risk of watching 
and clipping their wings when 
nectssary."
